"I kn6w people will 
think is quite odd for n woman stu- 
dent to make forestry n part of her, 
study program, but in doing so I have; 
what I believe, several good reasons. 


"While I am not a native of Ar- 


kansas, I have spent most of my life 
'in southern Arkansas where lumber 
has played n major part in industries, 
and where conservation of our timber 
wealth has been negligible. Too often 
have I seen valuable timber lands 
owned by farmers slashed and logged 
until only waste remains. My father 
and brother are owners of 700 acres 
of farm land, of which 450 acres arc 
in timber. I have heard a great deal 
about good forestry practices in my 
own home and naturally I am inter- 
ested in learning more nbout forest 
protection'and what such a program 
can accomplish. 


"But, 
aside from the utter disre- 


gard in Arkansas by land owners of 
this natural wealth, I am interested 
in forestry from the standpoint of 
making the farm woodland a year- 
oround bank 
account. There is a
